REPORT. 



M.4Y IT PLEASE Your Majesty, 

We, the Commissioners appointed by Your Majesty to inquire into the 
local charges levied on ships, oi' on goods carried in ships, in the ports of the 
United Kingdom, liumbly beg leave to submit to Your hlajesty this Second 
Report of our proceedings in the execution of Your Majesty's Commis.sion. 

Shortly after sending in our Fir.-<t Report, it pleased Your Majesty to appoint 
to the office of I.,icuteiiant Governor of New Brunswick the seiiioi- Commis- 
sioner named in this Commission, the Hon. John Henry Thomas Manners .Sutton. 
As the duties of that office were incompatible with those of a Commissioner 
for inquiring into local dues on ships, he resigned the latter office in the month 
of August; and since that time the inquiries have been conducted b}- the two 
remaining Commissioners, who only are responsible for this Report. 

We have pursued the same course in obtaining the necessary information 
respecting the local charges in Ireland and Scotland which was adopted m 
England ; and as that mode is explained in the First Report submitted to Your 
Majesty, it is unnecessary once more to re-state it. 

AVe have now completed our inquiries respecting the local charges on ship.s 
and shipping in Ireland. Au abstract of tbc information which we have 
collected with resjiect to each of tlie different harbours in that kingdom will 
be found in the Appendix to this Report (Appendix A.) 

Our inquiries respecting those in Scotland aie so advanced that we expect 
soon to be prepared to submit a dual Report, completing the whole subject 
committed to us ; but we ha^'e judged it not proper on that account to 
delay that pai-t of our Report which relates to Ireland, on which oiir inquiries 
are already finished. 

AA'e therefore now* proceed humbly to lay before Your jMajesty the result of 
our inquiries as to the local chaiges on ships, and on goods carried in ships 
(with the exceptions stated in Your Majesty’s Commission), levied in Ireland. 



IHELANH. 

In the First Report the principles wliich we submitted, which in our opinion Recapitnbtioaofge- 
ought to guide those considering this subject, were, in substance, that it was 
desirable that the revenue raised from local taxation oil the trade of a harbour. Report, 
should be applied exclusively to the local maritime purposes of that harbour, 
that the revenue raised by such local taxation should be no greater than 
necessary, and should raised by the species of taxation which from the 
peculiar nature of the trade of the locality would be least felt. 

We also submitted our opinion that dues connected with exclusive privileges, 
differential dues, and exemptions in. favour of particular classes were in them- 
selves objectionable ; and that it was not desirable that the control of the supply 
and removal of ballast, which ought to be given to the authorities of a harbour, 
should be made a source of revenue. 

a 3 
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Eeoapiti^tion of ge- And W6 made several recommendations which, if adopted by the I^egislature 
dowi it seemed to us, might without injustice practically produce in England an 

Repw-t— conf. approximation to this state of things. In this scheme we adopted a principle 

that, though the vested interests of private persons, trading companies, and. 
creditors, could not be interiered with, except on the terms of giving them 
compensation, the interest of public bodies, such as municipal corporations, 
might justly be taken away by the Legislature, if the public good required a 
change in the nature of local taxation. 

The reasons which induced the Commissioners (including at the time the 
Hon. J. H. T. Manners Sutton) to concur in these principles are stated at 
considerable length in the First Report which was laid before Yom* Majesty ; 
we do not now repeat them, and only refer to them for the purpose of saying, 
that we consider those principles as much applicable to the local charges in 
Ireland, as to those in England. 

We shall now proceed to state to Your Majesty, in the first place, what we 
have fbimd to be the general character of the local charges on ships, and goods 
carried in sliips, in Ireland, and in what respects they practically differ from the 
similar charges levied in England. 

Nature and origitt of The local cluirges levied in Ireland ai'e, in their legal nature, very similar 
to those levied in England ; and tlie remarks on the origin and nature of the 
carrik in ships in English ducs, contained in the First Report (p. vii.), might, with scarcely any 
alteration, be repeated as applicable to those of Ireland. 

tboseleriedinEngland. 

They are eithci* levied by a common law title, dating its origin from a time 
when the law of the two coimtries was nearly identical, or are created by Acts 
of Parliament, either passed by the legislature of Ireland before the Union, or 
by that of the United Kingdom since that period. 

There are, in Ireland, examples of every species of ancient due which could 
be created by a common law title, still existing, and belonging, in some instances, 
to municipal corporations, and in some to individuals, as private property. For 
example : the municipal corporation of Dublin levies several ancient dues 
which probably were originally connected with some service rendered by the 
corporation, but which have, by lapse of time, become merely prescriptive 
charges ; and the same corporation, as water-bailiffs of the port, levy a tax upon 
aR coals imported ; for which they are, however, bound to render services 
in unloading and weighing the coals. Tliey are also entitled to anchorage. 
This corporation receives a considerable revenue from the dues still existing. 
They also formerly appointed coal meters, who had the exclusive privilege 
of measuring coals and levied metag-e ; but that vexatious privilege has been 
abolished by Act of Parliament. Other municipal bodies levy dues of the 
same character, as will be mentioned more in detail afterwards ; but they 
are few, and not of the same pecuniary importance as those in England. 

There are also cases in which private persons have the right to levy dues as 
their private property, conferred by royal grant on their ancestors. As an 
exampe we may mention that Lord De Ros still receives dues at Strangford, 
by virtue of a patent granted by King Henry the Eighth to his ancestor 
Gerald Earl of Kildare ; and there are a few other similar instances. But 
those private rights in Ireland are much less numerous than the similar rights 
in En^and, andin no case we believe are they of any considerable pecuniary value. 

There are in Ireland harbours or docks formed by trading companies or 
private persons, under local acts, but there are few as compared to those in England. 

The more important harbours in Ireland are, like those in England, governed 
by Commissioners, who, under the authority of local acts, levy dues applicable to 
harbour purposes. On these we shall submit some observations in a subse- 
quent part of this Report. 

There are in Ireland as in England what originally were differential dues on 
foreign vessels, which, by the operation of the Reciprocity Treaty Acts, have 
practically become contributions from Government. The mode in which this 
change has been brought about, and the present state of the law on the subject,

From this it ■will be seeu that in effect there arc now only two ports 
in which differential dues are actually levied on foreigners, as the recent 
Harbour Act for LondondciTv has abolished the differential dues pa\-able in 
that port. 



Thei'e are in Dublin and in Cork peculiar local taxes imposed on entries and 
coequets in the Customs, an account of which will be found at the end of tliis 
Report. 

We shall now proceed to state such remarks as we think necessary to 
explain the practical nature of tire dues levied in Ireland, and the objects to 
which they are applied. 



Passing Tolls. 

The Ramsgate and Dover passing tolls affect such vessels bound for Iiish Passing ToU*. 
ports as pass by these harbours ; but from tbeir local situation the amount 
levied is comparatively small. In the Appendix D. to the First Report the 
amounts levied in each harbour in Ireland will be found detailed. The gross 
amounts levied in Ireland in the year 1852, were : 

For Ramsgate - - - - £119 13 8|; 

For Dover . - - . 201 10 2i- 



Total - £321 3 11^ 

As in our fonner Report we stated the reasons which led us to the conclusion 
that these passing tolls ought to be, and might practically be abolished, it is 
unnecessary now to say more, than that our opinion on that point is unchanged. 



The Charges on Skips, or o?i Goods carried in Ships, hnied hy the Authorities 
of Public Harbours, and applicable to Harbour Purposes. 

In Ireland, as in England, there is no general system under which the local Dues leyied by the 
superintendence of public harbours is secured, nor is there any general 
system by 'which the necessary funds are provided to defray the expenses of toHarboorporpoMs, 
conservancy. In the more important harbours in Ireland, Harboui* Com- 
missioners or trustees are constituted under the authority of special Acts, ■v’ith 
powers which vary according to the provisions of those Acts. 

The names of the harbours in Ireland regulated under such Acts, the 
amount of revenue raised by the Commissioners, and the amount of debt se- 
cured on that revenue, in each, will be found in the Appendix to this 
Report (Appendices C. and H). It ■will be observed, that the number is, 
as compared with England, small ; and for practical purposes that number 
may be considered as still fui-ther reduced. The harbour of Kingstown 
(formerly called Donleary ) has long been under the direct control of Govern- 
ment. Several small harbours have been erected by the Commissioners of 
Public Works, and the River Shannon Commissioners, and are therefore under 
the dii'ect control of Government ; and in Galway, Limerick, and Tralee, the 
Harbom* Commissioners have obtained advances of public money under the Acts 
for the extension and promotion of public ivorks in Ireland, 'which have not been 
repaid. The consequence is, that the Commissioners for Public Works ha've under 
the provisions of these Acts, entered into possession of the harbours, and have the 
a 4 
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Dues levied by the _ entire couti’ol of them until those advances are repaid. These three harbours 

Hwbours*a^d therefore, bepracticallj considered as under the direct control of Government 

to Havboar purposes— much as Kiiig’stovm, SO that practically they arc not to be reckoned among 
the harbours under the control of Harbour Commissioners. Of tlic Harbour Com- 
missions that of Dublin seems to us to require most observation. In that har- 
hour (as will be seen more in detail in Appendix A., under the head of that 
port) there are dues levied by the municipal corporation, which form part oi' 
the borough fund : there are also specific clues of small amount levied for some 
other local purposes, and there are some peculiar taxes levied under a complicated 
series of enactments originating in the mode in Avhieh Kingstown Harbour was 
originally formed. We postpone our observations upon these for the present, 
an^ now speak only of the dues levied in Dublin for harbour purposes. 

Dubiia Ballast Board. The coiitrol of the havbour of Dublin is \'csted in a corporation commonly 

called the Ballast Board. It Avas originally created by the Irish Act 
26 Geo. 3. c. 19 ., and the constitution of the Boarcl still remains what it originally 
was. The Lord Mayor and Sheriffs of Dublin arc ex officio merabers of the 
Board. 'Tlivee of the members originally appointed were aldermen of Dublin, 
and as vacancies occur, the successors of those three members arc appointed 
by the municipal coi-poratiou from the aldermen of Dublin. Seventeen other 
persons were originally named in the Act, and tlie successors of those seventeen 
are, as vacancies occur, elected by the Board itself without any restriction as 
to qualification, and subject only to the veto of the Lord Lieutenant if exercised 
within twenty-one days. The Ballast Board had also very important duties 
to perform with respect to the lighthouses of Ireland, and it Avould, therefore, 
have been injudicious to make connexion with the local intci’csts of Dublin a 
necessary qualification for the members of the Board ; but during our inquiries 
into the state of Dublin, it Avas strongly urged on us that iioav, since by the 
j\Ierchant Shipping Law Amendment A ct, 1 853, the light dues form part of tlie 
Mercantile Maiine Fund, that objection no longer applied, and that the manage- 
ment of the local interests of Dublin ITarbour should he committed to a body, 
Avho Avere, at least in part, representatives of the harbour ratepayers, and per- 
.sonally acquainted AAdth the requirements of shipping interests frequenting the 
harbour. 

We stated Avhen reporting on the due.s in England (First Report, p. xli. xlii.,) 
that Ave were of opinion that, as a general rule, it is very desirable that the 
sole control of a harbour should be vested in one body of conservators, whose 
functions should be confined to the management of that harbour. We also 
came to the conclusion Avhich we then expressed, that the constitution of 
the body of conservators, the extent of the poAvcr.s to be entrusted to it, the 
qualification, and mode of election of the members, the nature of the provision.s 
necessary to secure the due application of the harbour revenues, and an 
efficient audit of the harbour accounts, are points of great practical importance, 
intimately connected with the subject of the inquiry committed to us by Yom* 
I^Iajesty, but not so directly within the scope of this Commission, as to justify 
us ill making any recoimnendations upon them. We need now only state, that 
we still retain the opinion we then expressed, and that we think these obser- 
vations strictly applicable to the case of the port of Dublin. 

We should observe, that the parties objecting to the constitution of the 
Ballast Boai'd were unanimous in declaring their conviction of the perfect 
integrity,^ and honesty of purpose with which the present Board have managed, 
their affairs. There was a difference of opinion as to whether part of their 
expenditure was judicious, and more particularly as to whether some lai*ge 
graving docks, which it is intended to constmet at a considerable cost, were 
required by the trade of the port. We did not enter into this inquiry, adhering 
to the opinion to Avhich Ave had come, when a somewhat analogous question was 
brought before us with regard to the dredging of the river Tyne, that, 
we must considei' the expenditme of the revenues of harbour, with the bona 
fide intention of improving the harbour, as an application for the benefit of 
those paying the same, Avithin the meaning of this Commission ; and that we 
could not inquire whether that expenditure Avas or was not judicious. 

The mode, however, in which the harbour revenue is raised in Dublin calls 
for some remarks from us. It will be seen, on reference to Appendix A., under 
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the head Dublin, that the revenues of the Ballast Board consist principally of a 
tonnage duty ot (late Irish currency), in practice lOr/. sterling per ton 
kvied on ah British and privileged vessels ifoiu foi’eign ports or those of Great 
Britain, and of 20rf. (late Irish currency) on foreign vessels ; and of "id. (late 
Irish cuuency), in practice 6c/. sterling per ton levied on all colliers and coasters. 
Ihc gross ainoimt raised by these tonnage dues being about 22,000/. per 
annum, including about 1,500/. paid through the Trinity House in respect of 
extra dues on privileged vessels. 

I hey are also entitled to the exclusive privilege of supplying and removing 
ballast at dxed rates in tlie harbour. The latter is a merelv nominal privileo’e, 
for froiyi the nature ot the trade, ^'essels never do discharge ballast in this 
port. ^ Therc^ seemed to be some doubt amongst those vho arc acquainted 
practically -with the port, whether this was literally the case, as it was the 
impression of some of them, that one vessel liad discharged ballast in the year 
1845 5 but no doubt, for practical purposes, the statutable monopoly of the 
power of dischtU’ging ballast is inoperative. But the exclusive power of" supply- 
ing ballast is exercised, and is made the source ot a considerable revenue. 
Tile Ballast Board continues to charge for ballast at the statutable rates. In 
the year 1852, the gross amount received was 8,391/. Ss. 10c/.; and the net 
levenue to the Ballast Board from this source was 3,097/*, inclusive of 
685/. 6*?. 4c/. paid through the Trinity House, in lespect of the extra charge to 
privileged foreigners. 

Both of those sources^ of revenue are objected to for diiferent reasons, which 
we shall state lierc in full ; for though the instance is local, it illustrates and 
explains principles of general application. 

It will be observed that the principal revenue is derived from a charge on the 
tonnage of the vessel, and that, except in the case of colliers, that charge is the 
same wliatev ci be the nature of the cargo ; and that it is also irrespective of the 
length of the voyage, except in so far as coasters arc charged a louver rate. This 
is obj ected to on the part of the owners of small vessels engaged in short voyages. 
They point out that the effect is, that a small vessel making several trips in'thc 
year pays as much as a vessel of many times her tonnage making in the 
same time one voyage to China, and bringing back a valuable cargo far more 
remunerative than that of the small vessel. And they object to this with the 
more force because a great part of the debt to which the harbour revenues are 
pledged has been incurred by the Ballast Board in making improvements in the 
port, in deepening it so as to make it more suitable for large vessels, but which 
improvements were not^required by those of smaller draught. We may observe, 
that the contemplated improvements, to which we have already alluded, consist 
in making docks fitted for the reception of the largest class of vessels • and as 
this expenditure will compel the harbour authorities to postpone for some time 
any reduction in the amount raised in the harbour, the owners of small vessels 
have the more reason in desiring to alter the scheme of local taxation, so as to 
make the burthen bear more proportion to the benefit received. The remedy 
suggested was, that either the tonnage dues should be regulated, as is the 
case at Liveipool, by a scale according to the distance of the voyage ; or that 
the harbour revenues should be in part raised by dues on goods ; or both. 

In our First Report (p. xxxix.), we expressed onr opinion that.it was not 
possible to make one tariff of charges which should be uniformly applicable to 
every port ; as the tariff which was convenient and equitable as applied to a 
port in which the trade was of one character, might be in practice very 
injui-ious and oppressive in a port in which the character of the trade wi 
different ; and this was one of the principal reasons that induced us to submit 
our 9th, 10th, and 11th recommendations, in order that the tariffs in different 
ports might be now revised so as to adapt them to the nature of the trade as at 
present existing, and might in futui-e be subject to revision from time to time, 
as altered circumstances or experience should require. 

We stiU retain these opinions, and certainly do not think that the same 
mode of raising revenue which may be found convenient in Liverpool is therefore 
likely to be the best adapted for Dublin, in which the charactei- of the trade 
is completely different. But we think that the nature of these objections in

we think that the objections to the present system in Dublin will be well woitli y 
of the consideration of those entrusted with that po\vcr. 

IVith regard to the ballast dues the objections made were several. 

Buijpiy of ballast in It will bc obscrvcd that by the enactments now in force the Ihillast iioard 
have the monopoly of the supply of ballast, wliich tliey are bound to siipplv 
at the hxed price of l.y. 94^/- to British Aa-sscls and ‘J.v G,'//. to foreigners. 
This i\ais intended by the Legislature to bc a source of revenue, and It; secure 
it, the Legislature has forbidden the export, as mcreiiaudisc, of street dirt, coal 
ashes, paving stones, gravel, and rubbish, and matters or the like nature, or 
dung mixed with such matters. The price of ballast supplieii tree on board, 
if the sujiply wc/e open to compeiition, would bc very much below the statu- 
table rate; the estimates differed, but probably about. Sf/. or [)d. would l>e 
the price. It was agreed by all that it was necessary tor the good of the iiarbonr 
that the supply of ballast should be under the supervision oi' the harbour 
authorities, and that the advantage of ha\'iiig ballast supplied witliout loss of 
time was so great, that it would be better to pay a slightly advanced price to 
secure a constant supply delivered by a responsible body such as the Ballast 
Board. But it was made a subject of great complaint, on tlic part especially 
of those emplo^'ed in the coasting trade, that so large a revenue sliould be 
raised in this way, falling upon their vessels at the time when they were 
earning nothing. And the owners of vessels engaged in the coal trade iii 
particular coinplained, and as it seems to us with mucli reason, that, inasmuch ns 
from the nature of their trade, they must make numerous and sliort voyages, 
arriving laden with coal and departing empty, the enlumccd charge on ballast 
was a tax levied peculiarly on their vessels. The3^ also coinplained, and 
with still greater reason, that they were forbidden to take on board street dirt 
or other manure, which would be a remunerative return cargo, ami almost 
the only one which Dublin could furuisli, and that this was done for the 
pui'pose of compelling them to pay a high price for ballast which they would 
ratlier not take. 

The owners of vessels bound on distant voyages, and the emigration ollieer 
at the port, made a distinct and very serious objection. Tlic Ballast Board, 
for the purpose of improving the harbour, arc engaged in dredging the bottoiu 
of the river Liffey, and the materials which the^^ thus raise are supplieii by 
tliem as ballast. But from the nature of the bottom of the river, which consists 
of sand, this is a very daiigeroiis material to be eiuplo^^ed as ballast on a 
lengthened voyage, as it is liable to get into and clioke the puini)s ; imd wc 
were informed that, though no fatal accident had yet occurred, vessels both 
ill the timber trade to Canada, and emigrant vessels, had been endangered on 
this account. The remedy would he, to ballast the vessels with limestone 
from the quanies in the neighbourhood of Dublin, from which it might bc 
readily furnished ; but if that were done, the Ballast Board would not only 
lose the revenue derived from the materials dredged up in deepening the 
harbour, but they would be put to expense in carting away tliose materials. 
No blame is to be attached to the Ballast Boai’d, who are merely following out 
the scheme of the Legislature, which obviously was, that the supply of ballast 
shoidd be made a source of revenue, and the evils complamed of seem to be 
the inevitable consequences of that system. 

Supply ofijaiiast in We should observc that the clauses in the Dublin Acts which give the 

^h^^bouK in exclusive power of supplying and removing ballast to the Ballast Board at 

a fixed price, have been copied mto most of the Irish Harbour Acts, but in 
most of those harbours the Commissioners have reduced the rates charged 
below the statutable rates. At Belfast, the statutable rate which the Com- 
missioners might charge for the supply of sand ballast is 2s. to 2^. 6d.' per 
ton according to the part of the harbour in which it is delivered, and the 
statutable charge for removing ballast is 2s. ; but the Commissioners in practice 
supply sand ballast from lighters at and make no charge for its removal. 
In 1852 , the gross amount received by them was 2 , 384 /. and the gross expense, 
not including any charge for implements used, was 1 , 149 /. ' If the ballast in 
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this port, ’ivere supplied by competition, those who supplied it would of course 
take mto account the capital invested in the implements used, and the cost of 
renewing- t,icm ; mid it seems probable the rate at which ballast is supplied there, 
woiih. oe out little if at all reduced. No that the Commissioners of that harbour 
have m practice adopted the principle which seems to us the just one, and 
which formed the ninth recommendation in our First Keport, 'viz. that the 
power ot regulating the supply raid removal of ballast should not he e\crci«cd 
tortile purpose of obtaining a profit, cither bv thcsupplv or removal of the 
ballast. ■ “ 

T thf^ Appendix C. No. 1. will be found a list of the different harbours in 
Ireland m which the exclusi\-e power of removing and supplying ballast at 
fixed rates has been granted, and tlie charges in practice made ; and, ns far 
as we can ascertain, the extent to which it is made a source of profit.

_ The nature of d.iies of tliis land levied in L-eland do not differ from the 
similar dues levied m England, and the purpo,5es to which they are applied are 
very similar. i3y the Irish Municipal Corporation Act, 3 & 4 Viet. c. 108., the 
dues the property of municipal corporations are, with the rest of the income of 
the borough, earned into the borough fund or town fimd, and are applicable in 
the larger boroughs b}' the municipal corporation, and in the smaller boroimhs 
by the town commissioners, to local municipal purposes, in aid of theborouglT or 
town rate. The number, however, of the cases in which such dues are levied 
and earned into borongh fimds or town funds is not large. The most im- 
portant ill amount is Dublin, -where the municipal corporation levi? ancient dues 
producing^ a re\-enue of about 2,000/. a year. The watcrbailitfs of the cor- 
poration furnish beams, scales, weights, and tubs to the colliers unloading in 
the harbour, and so far as that service goes there is a consideration for the dues 
leued; but it is small, and, with that exception, the Dublin dues are applied 
to purposes not connected with the hinbour. In Dublin the corporation are 
owners of a large estate, and no borough rate is raised. There is a very con- 
siderable debt secured on the borough fund, but the security, independent of 
the dues, is ample. 

At V/aterfbrd, the municipal coropvation are. entitled to several ancient dues ■ 
tlie greater ^part ha\'e fallen into disuse, but those still levied produce a revenue 
of about 850/. In this borough, there being no borough rate, the municipal 
corporation have power to dispose of their surplus revenues for the benefit of 
the town. In practice they have allo-wed the harbour commissioners to collect 
the dues on condition that the amoimt is applied to pm-poses connected both 
with the harbour and town. 

At Cork the greatest part of the dues belonging to the municipal corporation 
have been abolished, but in lieu of them the harbour commissioners pay an 
annuity of (400/. late Irish currency, equivalent to) 369/. 4.?. Sd. sterling out 
of the hai-bour revenues to the municipal corporation. This sum is can-ied 
into the borough fund, so that the trade of this port, in addition to the dues - 
actually levied by the corporation, contributes tins sum to municipal purposes, 
from which it receives no direct benefit. 

The cases in which dues form part of a borough or town flmd in Ireland 
will be found enumerated in Appenmx (D.) 

It will be obsen'ed that in most cases the amount is trifling as compared to 
the similar cases in England ; the principle involved is, however, precisely the 
same, and whatever course legislation is in this respect fit for England will 
also be proper in Ireland.

Cork: 111 Covk there is, by Act 9 Geo. 2. c. made perpetual by tlic .‘31 Gen. 3. 

Foundiins Hospital. ^ 23 ., a duty upou coals appropriated to the support of the Cork koundling 
Hospital. The Poor Law Commissioners having closed the hosjiital, only so 
much is levied as is necessary to provide for the existing objects of tbe charity ; 
as soon as these have been provided for this tax will terminate. 

Dublin, a coal duty, originally of 4d. per ton, ivas imposed by stat. 
to^Cwiraeierx 2 & 3 Will. 4. c. 90., for the purpose of raising a revenue to compensate the 
coal meters, whose exclusive privileges were abolished by that Act. The 
Lords of the Treasury have power to loiver the duty from time to time, 
and they have now reduced it to UL per ton, which produces a revenue con- 
sidei-ably greater than the amount of compensation payable to the survivors. 
.So long as the dut}’ is levied, it cannot practically be lower than J/i?.; hut, wJieii. 
the accumulated surplus is equal to the value of annuities to tlic survivors, 
which, from their advanced age, must soon be the case, the duty should be 
remitted altogether. 

These two taxes may be considered as practically at an end. Wc now 
proceed to state the nature of the special taxes remaining iu force.

The present state of the peculiar taxes at Dublin requires some explanation 
to make it intelligible. 

The. original limits of the port of Dublin included Dunletiry, now called 
Kingstown, and that luirbonr was originally under the jurisdiction of the 
Ballast Board, who levied in it precisely the same rates tiiat they levied in the 
])ort of Dublin itself. In 1815, by the .55 Geo. 3. c. 191, Commissioners 
were appointed for making and maintaining a harbour at Dunleary. In 1816 
tlieir powers were enlarged, all the jurisdiction of tbe Ballast Board within 
Dunleary was transferred to them, and the Dublin rates levied within 
Dunleary were made applicable to maintaining the harbour of Dunleary. But, 
in addition, the Lord Ijieutciiaut was authorized to make advances from the 
Consolidated Bund of Ireland to the Commissioners for the purpose of making 
the harbour of Dunleary. To meet these advances, tlic Act 56 Geo. 3. 
c. 62. granted the dutie.s named in tlie schedule to that Act, viz.: —

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duties w<as provided for bv .sections Datun duties im- 
28 .and 32, of winch the material parts are as follows : * 

Sect. 28. “ That the several duties by this Act, and the schedule thereto 
annexed, granted, shall be collected by the collector or other chief officer of 
“ customs in the port ol Dublin, and that the said collector or other chief 
office! of the customs in the port of Duldin shall keep a separate and distinct 
“ account of the amount of all the said duties to be received by him under 
“ this Act, undey the head of -Duties applicable to Dunleary Harbour-’ 
and that the said duties shall, once in e^^ery Aveek. be accounted for by the 
“ said collector or other chief officer, _ and shall by Ixim be paid from time to 
“ time, in like manner as other duties of custom, to the Receii-er General of 
“ Plis Majesty’s revenue, to be by him paid into the receipt of His Majesty’s 
“ Exchequer^ of Ireland, to lie applied to the purposes of this Act, in n'lanuer 
“ and according to the regulations herein-after mentioned.” 

Sect. 32. _ “ That a separate and distinct account of all money Avhich shall 
“ be paid into the said Exchequer, on account of the said duties, shall be 
“ kept in the said Exchequer ; and so much of the said money as .shall be 
“ sufficient to ansAver and pay all interest and sinking fund due, at the rate 
“ aforesaid, upon all sums Avh'ich shall be so from time to time advanced, shall 
“ on the fifth day of January in every year be earned to and made part of 
“ the Consolidated Fund of Ireland 5 and every such sum and sums of money 
“ arising fi-om the said duties, as shall exceed the amomit of such interest and 
“ sinking fund, shall in like manner be carried to and made part of the Con- 
“ solidated Fund of Ireland, toAA-ards the discharge, repayment, and satis- 
“ faction of the principal sum or sums so to be advanced, until the AA-hole 
“ amount of such principal sum and sums shall be carried to and made part of 
“ the said Consolidated Fund, in discharge, repayment, and full satisfaction of 
“ all such principal sums to be so advanced, and in payment of the interest 
“ and sinking fund thereof in the meantime ; and that when the Avhole of all 
“ such principal sums and interest as aforesaid shall be so discharged, repaid, 

“ and satisfied, in manner aforesaid, all the said duties shall cease and 
“ determine, and be no longer leviable or payable under the authority of this 
“ Act.” 

By subsequent enactments the title of Dunleary Harbour has been changed 
to Kingstown Harbour, but the clauses enforcing and appropriating these 
duties have remained unaltered. 

So long as the Irish Exchequer remained a separate office the account of 
the duties applicable to Dunleary harbour was kept. On the I3th May 183/ 
these offices ceased to exist, and the separate account has not been continued. 

At that date the total of the original advances Avas 218,769^. 4s. 7d., and the 
accumulated interest on that advance 1"3,6S5/. 6^. 3c/., Avhilst the gross 
produce of the appropriated duties from the commencement had been only 
78,520/. 55. lid., consequently the balance due to the Consolidated Fund was 
313 , 934 /. 45. lid. The gross proceeds of the appropriated duties have never 
since that time kept down the annual interest on this sum, so that it is evident 
that the amount Avill never be repaid from the proceeds of those duties. The 
account of Dunleary appropriated duties, and the amounts received since that 
account closed, will be found in the Appendix (E. No. 1.) 

There is another tax in Dublin which originally was imposed by the Dubiia entry tax. 
45 Geo. 3. c. 18-, consisting of 25. 6d on each customs entry in the port, 
inwards and outwards. The proceeds of this Avere, by the 54 Geo. 3. c. 81, s. 2., 
appropriated, one fifth to the Trustees of the Royal Exchange, Dublin, and four 
fifths to the payment of the debts of tbe Corn Exchange, Dublin. Under 
the 6 Geo. 4. c. 128., the remaining debts of the Com Exchange Avere paid off 
by advances of the public money, secured partly upon this 25. 6d. duty, and 
partly on a coal duty, since abolished. In consequence of arrangements made 
Avhen these coal duties Avere abolished, the advances Avere considered as paid 
off in 1846, and since that time four fifths of the proceeds of the 25. 6d. 
entry tax have been paid into the Consolidated Fund. The remaining one 
fifth is still paid to the Trustees of the Royal Exchange, who are, in effect, 
the Municip^ Corporation of Dublin. 

The gross proceeds of this tax are about 220/. per annum. 

b 3 
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At Cork a duty of 1.^ is imposed, on every entry and coequet. One half of 
the proceeds is paid to the Harbour Comniissioucrs, and ibrms part of their 
revenue; the remaining half is paid to the Coinmcrcial .Uiiildings C-'oinpany, 
Cork, 'i’l’.e gross proceeds of this tax arc about -150/. ]icr annum. 

I'lie amount of the revenue raised by these dilfcrcnt taxes is not great, 
being in all not more than 4,000/. a year, but complaint is made, more especially 
ov those oil entries and coequets, which, it is .said, impo.se a burthen on the 
merchant importing articles of foreign prodiiee very much beyond tiio pecuniary 
amount. 

The tax fdls very unciiuallj' upon differont articles. '!'ca lu pi’actlec is 
warehoused in liond by the importer, and sold in retail in l)ond ; It is cleared 
in small quantities as the grocers require it ; the number of entries is neces- 
sarily very large ; and accordingly those concerned in the import of tea at 
Dublin complain much of the tax, whiclifrom their statements, appears in that 
pai-ticular trade to form a considerable per oentage on tlie value of the article; 
and besidi-s the actual payment, the existence of tin' charge necessitatos the 
keeping of accounts which might otherwise be dispensed with; and the 
olpeclion wliich those purchasing in retail have to unusual cliargcs, which they 
do not comprehend, causes the grocers in many parts of the interior who 
ivould in tlie natural course of tilings derive their .supplies {'mm Dublin, to 
send their orders to Liverpool or clscwlicrc ; and the same inconveniences, are 
felt witli regard to e\-cry article usually sold in bond, thougli tea appcar.s to he 
tliat which suffers most. 

V.'e do not think that it can be doubted that it is desirable that the customs 
duties should be levied in one luiiform manner, or that the existence of these 
special duties is in itself objectionable; but as these duties have been appro- 
priated to particular purposes it becomes material to consider what these arc, 
and M'Jiat would he the effect of tlie abolition. 

It will be observed from the above statement that the greater part of tliosc 
taxes were originally imposed with a view to I'uriii.sliing a lund for making 
Kingstown Harbour. Tlie Chamber of Coinineree of 1 luhiin, viewing those 
duties as in the nature of a harbour revenne Ibr the maintenance of the 
port of Kingstown, have furnished us with statistics showing that the harbour 
of Kingstown is not of so much value to the trade of the poid of Dublin as 
it is to that of many other ports ; and, conscc|Ucntly, they argue that to levy 
a harbour revenue for Kingstown exclusively from the trade of Dublin is 
unjust. As to the matter of fact, a letter from the Collector of tlie Customs 
of Dublin, which we have inserted in the Appendix (E. No. soems to prove 
beyond all doubt that the maintenance of the harbour of Kingstown is not by 
any means peculiarly beneficial to the trade of Dublin ; and, "if we considered 
these duties as applicable to its support, we should only have to say that 
we considered them as objectionable in principle as the passing tolls in 
England. But, in fact, though the motive of the legislature in imposing 
those duties originally was to furnish a fund for the formation of Kingstown 
Harbour, in effect, for many years, these duties have formed part of the Con- 
solidated Fund, and as far as regards four fifths of the 2s. 6d. duty, the 
proceeds have not only in effect but in form been carried to the Consolidated 
Fund. The question therefore is rather, whether it is proper to continue to levy 
this exceptional taxation, or to remit a gross revenue to tlie Crown of 
about 3,000/. per annum. It is, perhaps, not literally within our province 
to express an opinion on this su'bject, but as the parties complaining to the 
Government of the operation of these taxes have been specially referred to 
this Commission, we venture to recommend that these taxes should cease. 

The remaining one fifth of the 2s. 6d. duty is appropriated to the Trustees 
of the Royal Exchange, Dublin. That building is now in the hands of the 
Municipal Corporation of Dublin, the amount received is but small, and we 
understand little objection would )>e made on their part to its abolition. 

The entry duty at Coi-k has not been made the subject of any complaint to 
us. It is, however, objectionable in principle that a different -^stenft should 
prevail in the Customs of Cork frorrj wfiat prevails elsewhere. -.-,^.'!5'.i^..pjoQeeds 
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of this tax are at present divided between the Harbour Commissioners anil the 
Cork Commercial Buildings Company, who recei^•e about 200/. per annum 
each from this source. 

The Harboiu’ Commissioners should, \vc think, raise the necessary ret'enue by 
hai'bonr rates, in the ordinary manner. 

The Cork Commercial Buildings Company have not very clearl}’’ explained 
to us the purposes to which the money received by them is ajrplicable ; but 
it appears that a great part of their expenditure is on objects ■which certainly' 
should not be provided for from a Custorns duty. 

We humblj’ submit this our Second lleport to Your ^Majesty’s royal 
consideration.

CUSTOMS PORT OF DUBLIN. 

The Customs Port of Dublin extends from the River Delevin, the southern limit of the 
Customs Port of Droglieda, to Courtown Harbour, the northern limit of tlie Customs 
Port of Wexford. 

Parties who levy Dues oh Ships, or ok Goods carried in Ship.s, within this Port 

Tlie Miiuicipal Corporation of Dublin, the Corporation for preseiwing and impreving 
the Port of Dublin (commonly called the Ballast Board), the Lords of the Trea.sury for 
the Royal Exchange and Com Exchange of Dublin, under the Act 45 Geo. 3., 
cap. 18., the Lords of the Treasmy for the Provision of the Compensation to the Su]>er- 
annuated Inspectors and Coal Meters of Dublin, the Lords of the Treasury foi* the Har- 
bour of Kingstown, at Dublin ; the Commissioners of Kingstown Harbour, at Kingstown ; 
the Ballast Board of Dublin, at Baihriggan ; the Town Commissioners cf Wicklow, at 
Wicklow ; Sir W. H. E,. Palmer, Bai*t. at Rogerstown ; Lord Talbot de Malahide, at 
Malahide; John A. Hamilton, Esq., at Skerries; the Warden and Assistants of Dover

By the 7th section of the Act 52 Geo. 3. c. 115. it is enacted that the dues granted by 
the Act 51 Geo. 3. a 66. shall be applicable to raising and procm-ing ballast, and to the 
improvement of the port and barboiu-. 

The dock dues ai-e leviable by the Ballast Board under the powers of the Act 3 Geo. 4. 
c. 92., for the use of the Custom House docks, wliich are the property of the Crown, and 
have been demised since 1847 to the Ballast Board under the provisions of the 7th section 
of that Act, at a nominal rent, in order that they might be under the same management 
as the rest of the harbour. It has not been at any time made a source of revenue.

These duties are, by the 17th section of the Act 6 & 7 Will. 4. a 117., to be applied to the 
expenses of maintaining and regulating the harbour of Kin^town ; the surplus, if any, 
to be paid into the Exchequer, and appropriated to the liquidation of the sums advanced 
by Government for the purposes of that harbour. 

Vessels taking in or discharging them cai*go at Kingstown Hai*boiu- ai-e exempt from 
further charges in any other part of the port of Dublin at the end of the same trip or 
voyage. (See s. 5 of Act 1 & 2 Viet., cap. 36.) 

Vessels discharging a part of their cargo in Kingstown Harbour solely in order the more 
easily to proceed to other parts of the port of Dublin, are exempt from the dues leviable 
at Kingstown. (See s. 6 of Act 1 & 2 Viet. cap. 86.) 

The privilege of supplying and removing ballast is exclusively vested in the Commis- 
sioners. The ballast dues realized in 1852, 2523. 5s. ; the supply of ballast in the 
same period cost 763. 9s, lOd., thus producing a net revenue of 175/. 15s. 2d. 

The other revenues of the Commissioners in 1852 consisted of : watering, 263. 5s, Sd. ; 
licences, &a U2s. 6d . ; rental of property, 613. 10s. ; in all, 883. 18s. 2d. The aggi-egate 
amount of the dues and charges, and other revenues, received on account of Kingstown 
Hai'bour in 1854, was 7,2993. 6s. 2d., of which sum, 5,9 233. 19s. 8d. was paid into the 
Exchequer, under the head of appropriated duties ; the annual expenditui-e on its main- 
tenance and completion avenges 12,0003., of which about 1,2003. is levied by the Kin^own 
Harbour Commissioners ; the balance is provided for by a grant from Parliament. 
The amount of principal and interest due to Government, and cliarged on the dues 
leviable at Dublin under the 66 Geo. 3. cap. 62., on the annual contribution by the Ballast 
Board of 4,0003. (late Irish currency) imder the 1 Geo. 4. cap, 60., and on the dues 
leviable by the Kingstown Harbour Commissioners, amounted in 1837, when the Irish 
Exchequer Office was abolished, to 313,9343. 4s. Ud. Since that period no separate 
account has been kept of th^e appropriated duties, which now form part of the Consoli- 
dated Fund. 
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BALBRIGGAN. 

Description of Dues and Charges levied by the Dublin Ballast Board as 
Harbour CoMiiissioNERS, at Balrriggan. 

By the 9th and 1 0th sections of the Irish Act SO Geo. 3. cap. 25. power is given to ajay 
Corpomtion for improving any harbour which is the bead or pimcipal harbour of a 
customs port or district in Ireland, to levy at any out-port of such customs district, for 
the benefit and improvement of such out-port, such rates and duties as are payable at the 
principal harbour of such district. 

This power 1ms been exercised by the Ballast Bomd of Dublin at Balbviggan harbour. 

T'he maximum rates are levied, except in respect of tlie supply of ballast, no charge 
being made for heaving the ballast on board.

1. Tonnage Dutt. 

By tbe 5th section, of the Irish Act 32 Geo. 3. e. 24. the Hibernian Miiie Company, in 
consideration of the expense of making and maintaining the harbour, are authorized to 
levy on eveiy ship or other vessel drawing more than five feet water entering the port or 
harbour- of Arklow, a toll not exceeding two shillings per ton. 

Should a grant of money, not exceeding 2,500i., of a moiety of the sura as sliall be 
proved before tbe Commissioner's of Public Accounts to have been expended on the 
harbour, be made to the Company, no gx-eater toll is to be taken than 'Sd. a. ton on all 
coasting vessels, and Gd. per ton on all other vessels. (See fi. 6 of Act.) 

These dues are leviable by tbe Hibernian Mine Company, which is a ti-ading company, 
incorporated by the Irish Act 32 Geo. 3. c. 24. A proof of the amount expended on the 
harbour is to be furnished annually to the Commissioners of Public Accounts until tbe whole 
of the necessary harbour -works are completed. (See s. 6 of Act.) It is stated that the 
Company have expended S.OflOZ. in the pur-chase of land adjoining the harbour, erecting 
pierB thereon, and constructing other harbour works, but that in consequence of the non- 
completion of such works no tolls have yet been le-vied.

CUSTOMS PORT OF WEXFORD. 

The Customs Port of Wexford extends from and including Corn-town Harbour, the 
.soutliem limit of the Customs Port of Dublin, to and including Bannow Bay, the eastern 
limit of the Customs Port of New Ross. 

Parties vmo levy Dues on Ships, or on Goods carried in Ships, within 
THIS Port. 

The Wexford Harbom- Commissioners, at Wexford ; the Couvtown Hai-bom- Commis- 
sioners, at Courtown ; the Wai-den and Assistants of Dover Harbour (see Dover, 
England) ; the Ramsgate Harbour Trustees (see Ramsgate, England). 



WEXFORD. 

Description op Dues and Charges levied by the Wexford Harp,ouk 
Commissioners. 

1. Tonnage Duties. 

By the 94th section of the Act 6 & 7 Viet. c. xli., the Wexford Hai-bour Commissioners 
are empowered to levy on every vessel entering within the limits of the haibour, any sums 
not exceeding the aevei-al rates following ; — 

For every vessel entitled to the privileges of a British ship, the sum of 5d. per ton upon 
each and every ton wMch such vessel shall measui-e. 

For every vessel not so entitled, the sum of Is. per ton upon e.nch and evei-y ton which 
such vessel shall measure. 

The maxiimim rates are levied. 

Vessels having paid the dues, and obliged from stress of weather or other cause to return 
to the haa-boui- with the same cargo, exempt.

2. Ball-ast Dues. 

By the same section the commissioners arc entitled to charge the sum of l.-i. 3d-, fur 
every ton of ballast supplied, and 2d. a ton for every ton of ballast removed. By the 51st 
section the power to supply and remove ballast is vested exclnsi%'ely in tlie ctoniinis- 
sioners. 

The Commissionei-s have, since 1843, supplied ballast at the reduced rate of lOd. per 
ton. 

Gross amount received in 1852, 249Z. 5s. OcZ. The cost to the Commissionei-s for the 
supply audremovalof balla-stin the same year was 225Z. 13s. Id, leaving a surplus revenue 
of 23/. 11s. lid. 

3. Boat Licences. 

On all boats, &c. usually employed in. the harbour, not i-egistered, (except those under 
four tons burden, or those actually employed in the fisheries, or in can' 3 dng stones, sand, 
or lime for building purposes : — 

If tinder ten tons burden, the sum of 5s., and the additional sum of 2s. 6d. per annum. 

If above ten tons burden, the sum of 10s., and the additional sum of 5s, per anmun. 

Gross amount levied in 1852, 18/. 

These dues are leviable by commissioners who consist of pei-sons named in the Act, and 
of all other persons being occupiers of premises within the Parliamentary borough of 
Wexford, i-ated for the relief of the poor at the net annual value of 21/. or upwards, and 
possessing real or personal estate of the clear value of 600Z. above their debts. 

The proceeds are applicable to the payment of principal and interest of money bor- 
rowed on the seem-ity of the rates ; to the construction, repair, improvement, and main- 
tenance of the quays, wharfr, and docks; to the making, repair, and maintenance 
of such wide and convenient passages and avenues to the harbour, from the main street 
of Wexford, as the commissioners shall think fit ; to the construction of works within 
the limits of the harbour, and to other harbour purposes ; to lighting the wharfs, &c. ; 
to the erection of cranes and weighing machines ; to the supplying and removal oi 
ballast ; and to the erection and maintenance of buoys and beacons. (See 6 & 7 Viet, 
e. xli. sects. 29, 43, 47, 48.) 

The 69th and 64th sections of the Act 15 16 Viet. c. eli., provide that two thirds 

so much of the tonnage rates as shall exceed the amount of rates on sixty thousand tons, 
fflif.11 be paid annually to Her Majesty's Paymaster Genei-al, to be applied to the 
maintenance of the works executed in Wexford Harbour, as the Lords of the Admiralty 
shall direct. 

By the 95th section of the Act 6 & 7 Viet., the commissioners are empowered to 
charge pilotage rates for the maintenance of a pUotage establishment ;‘amd should the 
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proceeds of tlie pilotage charges prove inaufficieut to meet the required expenditure, the 
Commissioners ai-e authorized to inalce up tlie deficiency out of tlie hai-bour revenues. 
Such deficiency amounted in 1852 to 1 10?. 9s, -Ul. 

By the 99th section of the Act, the differential dues chargeable on veisscls not entitled 
to the privilege.s of a British ship are not applicable to vessels belonging to countries 
with which treaties of reciprocity exi,st. No diff(*rential duties were levied on foreifm 
uni)rivileged vessels in 1.852. ® 

By the 100th section, the eomsnissioners are empowered to reduce and again to raise 
the dues to the statutable rates. 

The 2Sth secti<m provides that an abstract of the coinmissioners’ accounts, duly audited, 
shall annually be furnished to the Clerk of the Peace for the county of Wexford. 

The other i-eveimes of the commissioners, in 1852, consisted of crane rates which 
realized the sum of 6?. Ss. 6(7. ’ 

By the 1 1 2th .section of the Act, it is provided that the sui'plus annual revenue arising 
from the rates or rents for the supjfiy of water to the town aud harbour of Wexford 
shall form part of the harbour funds ; but there has lieen no sixch surplus for the last 
five years. 

The debt secured on the harbour revenues amounts to 3,7927. 11,?., at 5 per cent, in- 
terest. There is ]io other security. 

Freemen of Wexford are exempt from Liverpool aud Chester town dues.

These dues ar-e leviable by commissioners appointed under the Act 15 & 16 Viet, 
cap. ela. and the proceeds iire applicable tf) the payment of the interest of money bor- 
rowed on the .security of the tolls, of the expenses of improving and managing the navi- 
gation, to maintaining the river, and to carrying the purposes of the Act into execution. 
(See ?•:. 13 of Act.) 

By the 12th section of the Act, it is provided that the tolls ai-e not to be charged 
without the previous consent of the Lords of the Admiralty. 

Power is given to reduce and again raise the dues to the statutable rates, but this 
power is not to be exercised without the previous consent of the holders of tliree-fourtha 
of the securities for money boiTOwed on the credit of the toUs.

The expenses tlius defrayed by the Harbour Commiasioners nearly absorb the whole 
revenue derived fj’oui these dues ; the amount that went to the borough fund (out of 
which is paid the waterhailiff’s salary of 75Z-. a year) in 1852 was d-OZ.

By this Act the Cork Hiu-bour 
Commissioners were authorized to purchase and aboli.sh those dues, and for that purpose to 
pay. out of the harboui- revenues, an amiual sum to be mutually agi-eed upon between 
the Rlunieijial Corjtovatiou and iiie Harbour Clonunissinnera, but not exceeding lOOh per 
annum, which has been done. The yeaidy amount actually paid on this uecoimt is 400?.

The 66th section oi the Act provides that the Commissioners’ accounts aliall be 
annually audited, and, together witli the report thereon, laid before the Court of D'Oj-er 
Hundred, and a general abstract of such accounts published in one of tlie local journals. 

The limits of the jurisdiction of the Harbour Commissioners, as claimed by presci-iption, 
extend from Power Head on the east to Cork Head on the -u-est, and embrace the district 
north of these points, U'hich includes the harbour and river of Cork, with the estuaries 
and waters belonging thereto.

The pier at Glaudore has, under the power's of the 7th section of tlm Act 1(5 &5 17 Vitik 
e, 136., been transferred by the Boiirtl of Public Works to the Gr-mrd Jury of the tltmiity 
of Cork. The smue sectiorr enacts that the several tolls and rtttes for the use of the 
harbour or quay shall be fixeil fr<)m time to time l>y the Comniissioiiura of Public Works, 
with the approbation of tlio Treasury, but that the ])roeeed.s of such tolls mid rates shall 
be applied under the direction of the Grand Juiy. 

The 11th section of the Act px-ovides, that on notification by tho Lord Lieutenant tlnit 
the harbour or pier is not properly maintained or has been suddenly damaged, the Lords 
of the Treasury may cause the necessary repaii-s to be effected, under the direction of the 
Board of Worha, by advances out of the Consolidated Fund, to bo repaid by the county.

The Limerick Haxboui- Commissioners are incorporated by “ Tlie Limericlc Docks and 
Harboui- Improvement Amendment Act, 1S47," for tlie purpose of constructing docks and 
improving the harbour, under the control of the Commissionei-s of Public Works in Ireland ; 
and the rates and dues to he levied by them -were made subject to the payment of advances 
previously made by the Commissioners of Public Works to the Limerick Bridge Commis- 
sioners, whose powers were transferred to the Harbour Commissioners. ^ 

The other revenues of the Harbour Commissioners, in 1852, consisted of' bridge tolls 
mi. 1 os . ; rent of tenements, S05Z. ; in all, 940Z. 1 bs. A eonsiderahie part of the debt, for 
which the harbour revenues are now liable, was incurred for the purpose of buildinu-’ the 
bridge. ** 

Till the advances made by the Public Works Commissioners are repaid, the rates and 
dues are to be received by them.

By the Galway Harbour and Poi-t Act, 1853, (Iloyal Assent 20th August 1853.) tne 
former Galway Harbour Acts were repealed, iiowers were given to raise by loan a sum not 
exceeding 150,000?. on the security of the mtes granted by that Act, .3,mi on the socui-ity 
of a rate in aid on property rateable to the poor, in {.he county of the town of Galway, 
but which rate was not to exceed 4fZ. in the pound. 

Tlie other revenues of the Harbour Comimssiuner.s in 1854, consisted of : — Wlnudage 
dues, 33?. 12s. 5d. ; craneage dues, 23?. 12s. ; in all, 571. 4s. ?'<?. 

The existing debt charged on the harbour revenues amounts to 22,578?.

The Board of Trade are empowered by the 40th section, on complaint made to them by 
a pm-son interested, that the accounts of tlie commissioners are not duly kept, or that tolls 
Me improperly or unfairly levied, to appoint an auditor to examine, such accounts, and 
i^to such complaint, and to report to them on the subject. 

The other revenues of the commissioners in 1854 arose from Pilotage Dues, which 
realized 173Z. 2s. 6c?. 

The debt charged in -1854 on the harbour revenues amounted to 241?. 9s. 5d.

I’he Customs Port of Londouderry extends from, and including both sides of the River 
Guidore, the northern limit of the Customs Port of Sligo, to Downhill Lands, the western 
limit of the Customs Port of C’oleraine. 

Parties i\'ho levy Dues on Ships, or on Goods carried in Ships, within 
THIS Port.

DESCiiiprioN OF Dues and Charges i.evied by the Londonderry Port and 
Harbour Commissioners. 

3. Tonn.age Rates. 

By the 62nd section of the Act 17 & 18 Yiet. cap. clxxvii., the commissioners are 
empowered to levy rates and duties on vessels aceoi’ding to the following schedule: — 

For every ship or vessel coming into the port ol' Londouderry from any port or ports, other tlion a port in the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland aud the Channel Island^ a sum not exceeding the sum of 6d 
for evcrv ton of the harden of such vessel. 

And for every other vcs.se!, a sum uot esceediug the sum of 4il. for every ton of the burden of such ve,ssel. 

And the said several and respective rates and duties shall he paid on each and every voyage that any such 
vessel as albresaid sliall make to the said port of Londonderry, whether sncli vessel shall or shall not take in 
or put out ballast in the said port. 

So .soon, as the intended graving dock in i>r adjacent to the townland of Pennybum, 
.and so much of the proposed line of quay to extend from the public j’oatl numbered 7 in 
tile townland of Londonderry down to the present public quays, shall have been con- 
structed, the commissioners are authorized to raise the tonnage rates, by any a-mouat which 
shall not exceed fine moiety of those previously mentioned in the Act. (See a 63 of Act.) 

Vessels using the quay or works for a longer period than fourteen days are liable to a 
further rate of one halfioenny pei- ton for everj" w'eek, and so on in proportion for any 
period less than a week, so long as they so use the qu.ay or works ; vecssels, however, 
prevented from leaving by an embargo or stress of weather, are not liable to such addi- 
tional duties. 

These dues were .substituted for those levied under the Act 2 & 3 Will. 4. cap. 107., now 
repealed, which wei’e according to the following scale: — 

For every foreign ship, 6rf. per ton. 

For every ship belonging to Great Britain or Ireland, or the plantations, trading from foreign or the British 
plantations, id. per ton ; if from Great Britain or Ireland, 2(L per ton, and those of twenty tons and under, 
tree. Steamboats to pay the same rates as other vessels, according to trade and property. 

Ships arriving in ballast, or taking refuge fr-om the sti-ess of weather, exempt. 

The dues under the Act 17 & IS Vici onlj' came into operation in August 1854.

.1 Ballast Dues. 

The commissioner's have the exclusive privilege of supplying and removing ballast, and 
by the 78th section of the Act the commissioners are authorized to levy on vessels taking 
in or discharging ballast any sum not exceeding the following rates : —

(See schedule E. of Act.) 

The dues for balbist arc not at present levied. 

Tliese dues are leviable by commissioners appointed imder the Act 17 & IS Viet, 
c. clxxrfi. iuid their succse-ssoi-s, and lu-e applicable to tlie payment of the expenses of pa.ssing 
the Act, of the principal and interest of money borrowed on the security of the harbour 
revenues, to the construction and maintenance of the works authorized by the Act, and 
improvement and extension of the port, and in otherwise carrying into eftect the pro- 
visions of the Act, and to no other puiposo wlmtever. (See s. 89 and 90 of Act.) 

After the payment of the debt secured on the dues and rates, the commissioners are 
empowered to create by annual contributions from the harbour revenues not exceeding 
IjOOOh, a frmd of 30,000Z. for the purpose of extraordinary expenditure on the repairs 
and improvement of the port. (See s. 91 of Act.) 

If, after the creation of tliis fluid there should be a smplns in the hands of the com- 
missionei's, the dues and tolls sue to be so reduced as to produce only the annual 
amount necessaiy tor the management of the harbour. The schedules of sueli reduced 
tolls are, however, subject to a reference by five or more shipowners or ti'aders of London- 
deny to the Board of Trade, who.Ke decisio.n thereon would be final. On refusal or neglect 
of the commissionei's to reduce the dues, application by parties interested may be made 
to the Board of Trade, who are to make such ordei* thei'con as they may see fit. Should 
it however appear that the revenue arising from such reduced tolls is inadequa^ to the 
maintenance of the harbour, the Commissionei's aa-e empowered to submit to the Board or 
Trade for their approval an amended schedule of dues and tolls. (See s. 92, 94, 9o, and 
96 of Act.) 

On complaint made to the Boai-d of Trade that the accounts of the commissioners^bave 
not been duly kept, or that any tolls have been improperly or unfairly levied, the Boai’d 
of Trade may appoint an a'uditor to examine into and report to them on the subject. 
(See s. 98 of Act.) , . . 

By the 61st section it is provided tliat, at the end of five year's after the passing of the 
Act, the commissioners shall appropriate annually, out of the harbour revenues, for^e 
formation of a siuld-ng fund, a sum not less than one per cent, and after ten years, than 
2^ per cent, on the money borrowed on tho security of tlie dues. 

The 75th section empowers the commissioners to appropriate, out of the h^bour 
revenues, a sum not exceeding lOOZ. in any one year to the superannuation of pilots and 
their -wi(lows 3 also to gi’ant gratuities not exceeding lOZ. in each case to meritm'ious 
pilots. The aggregate amount applied to these purposes in 1852, was 2lZ. 17s. 4a. There 
appear in the accounts the further sums of 7Z. 2s. 6d. and 5Z., being the amount o 
the expenses of pilots from an out-station at Londondeny.

The S-tth, S5tli, and S6tli sections vest in the commissionei*s the sole axitliority for the 
supply .and reiuoval of balla.st. 

Tlie limits pritliin -n^hieh the dues are leviable are defined by the 57th section of the 
Act. They extend from Sifford Bridge to a line drawn from Greencastle Fort, in the 
county of Donegal, to the tower on Magilligan Point at Londonderry. 

By*^ the 62ud section of the Act 2 & 3 W. 4. cjip. cvii., now repealed, power was given 
to Her Majesty in Coimeil or the Lords of the Ti-easiiry to assimilate the dues payable 
(ju foreign vessels, or on such as might he deemed expedient, to those payable in respect of 
British ships, but it appears that this power had not been exercised. The differential 
duty on foreign privileged vessels in 1852 paid out of tlie Consolidated Fund amounted 
to '27QL 14.?. 8ii ; the differential duty levied on foreign unprivileged vessels in the same 
year was 61. 6s. As under the existing Act there are no difterentiid duties, tins charge 
on the puVilic reveiiue will in future cease, 

The other revenues of the eommissiouers in 18.52 consisted of: — Interest, 109?. 13.?. Id; 
and Pilots' licences and fines, 27?. 13^*. od. : in all, 136?. 16s. 6d The balance in the 
hands of the commisshmers at the close of their financial j'ear, -SOtli October 1852, was 
4,184?. 1/8. Sd 

There is no debt charged on the harbour revenues.

11c/., which 
deficiency was made up out of the harbour revenues. 

The limits of the jurisdiction, of the Comniissioners extend from the fii'st weir across the 
river Lagan to CaiTiolcfergus, on the county of Antrim side of Belfast Lough, and to the 
Grey Point on the coast of the county of Down, the dues are levied throughout. (See 115th 
section, of the Act). But by the 82d section vessels shipping or discharging cargoes on any 
pai’t of the shores of Belfast Lough between the Blackliead in the island Magee and the 
Whitehouse on the Antrim side, and between the Copelands and the west point of the 
Kinegar, are e.xempt from dues, provided such vessels do not discharge or load in the Pool 
of Garmoyle. or make use of the moorings in the pool, or load or discharge in any part of 
the Channel from thence to Belfast.

The funded debt charged on. the security of the harbour revenues, and property of the 
Commissioners, amounted at the clo.se of the year 1853 to 412,288/. Of this sum 
308,650/ is at 6, and the remainder, 103,638/., is at 4 per cent interest

4. c. cxxxiw, by the proprietor of Port 
Crommelin Harbour, and ai-e applicable to the payment of the principal interest, not 
exceeding 10 per cent, of the capital sum expended by the proprietor of the harbour in 
obtaining and passing the Act and incident thereto, and in making, foi-ming, and main- 
taining the harbour, an account of which ia annually to be submitted to the Vice Treasurer 
of Ireland or other person appointed by the Lords of the Treasury. So soon as such 
princijial money and interest shall have been discharged, the hai*botvr and its works are 
to become vested in such Vice Treasm-er, or such other persons as the Lords of the 
Treasury may appoint, with power to reduce and again rai.se the dues as the requirements 
of the harbour shall render* necessary. (See ss. IS Ss 19 ofAet.) 

By the 9th section power* is given to Her Majesty in Council, or the Lords of the 
Treasury, to assimilate the dues on goods carried in all or such foreign ships as may be 
deemed expedient, to those leviable on goods carried in Britisli vessels. 

The proprietor of the harbour is authorized by the 12 th section to reduce and again 
raise the dues, but not exceeding the statutable rates.

Newry Navigation section of the Act provides that when, necessary the dues and tolls are to he reduced, so 
Company — cont. that the net proceeds do not exceed in any year 12 per cent, upon the company's capital. 

Subject to this limitation, the lOOth section ol the Act empowers the company to reduce 
and again raise the due.s, hut not exceeding the statutable rates. 

The limits within which the dues are levied extend to the entrance of the river into 
Carlingford Lough. 

The capital of the Company amounts to 80,OOOL, but it is stated that upwai*cls of 
192,000?. has been laid out on the navigation. The whole of the harbour revenues in 
1852 were expended on this account, and in payment of the interest of the Company’s 
debt. 

The debt charged on the harbom* revenues is 65,378?., for which also the personal 
security of the committee of management has been given. The interest on this debt 
ranges from 4 to 6 per cent.

Under the powei-s of the lOSrd section, the Commis,sioners are authorized to reduce anti 
a"ain raise the several tolls and dues, hut not exceeding the statutable rates. 

'’Bv the S6th section of the Act the Commissioners are required to puldish annually an 
abstract of their accounts. 

The 132nd .section empowers the Commissioners, out of the harbour revenues, to provide 
for supevimiiuated jjilots, and the willows of pilots, who have died in the performance of 
their duties, ljut tiie payments on this account are not to exceed in the whole lOOZ. in any 
one year ; thev may also grant gi'atuitie.s to meritorious pilots without limitation. 

By the 1-iist, 142nd, ""aud 143vd sections of the Act it is rendered compulsory on 
mastei-s of vessels to be p)rovided with or relieved of their ballast by the Harbour Coin- 



missioucis. 

Under the 107th section power is granted to Her Slajesty in Council, or the Lords of 
the Treasury to reduce the duties on all or on such foreign vessels as shall be deemed 
expeilient. to the same rates as are payable on Britisli. DiHerential duties are not cbai'ged 
on foreign privileged vessels. Tiie differential duty levied on foreign impiivileged vessels 
in 1S52 amounted to ’ll. 16s. 3cZ. 

The other revenues of the Commissioners iu 1852 consisted of ; Pilotage, 430Z. Is. ; 
lighterage, 3Z. 10s.; miscellaneous receijffs, 3Z. 4s, StZ. ; in all, 436Z. 15s. SJ. 

A debt of 20,1 50Z., of which I,000Z. is at 4. and the remainder at 5 per cent, intei-est 
is chargeil on tlie harbour revenues.

“ Consequently that Corporation alone receives equal to one half the vessel’s earnings 
without wear and tear ; and perhaps as much as is earned by her with the casualties 
which usually occui- in sea risks, by gradual expending in sailB and cordage, and by 
other accidents at sea or in hai-bour, for which undenvritei-s are not responsible ; and in 
most instances the owners of colliers and coasters sail their vesseb without insurance, 
adding that .sum to their annual profits, although should disastei-s at .sea occur, they 
have to make them good ; and when total losses occur, many of them are rained. 

In explanation of the foregoing statement, I commence with the first chai-ge, “ Irish 
lights.” That charge has been gradually reduced from the collection of one halfpenny 
per ton to one sixteenth of a penny, which no owner whatever could object to, for the 
essential navigation of his vessel. 

“ The next is one hal^ienny per ton coal duty, wliich was granted by Pai'liament as a 
compensation to the master meters of this port, whose duties were dispensed with, and 
was onginally foiu’pence per ton, but was gradually reduced accordingly os the number 
of claimants declined, till it has arrived at the present amount. This cannot ho called an 
imposition, for it will ultimately die a natur^ death ; I have therefore placed it before 
those charges that require to be reduced or utterly abolished- 

The next charge is city dues, which, dthough the amount appears nominally small, 
proves a very serious grievance to the small vessels trading to this port. . It comprises 
the sum of tliree sliilbngs for anchorage, and one shilling for slippage, on all vessels 
dischax'ging at the port above forty tons, and a trifling reduction on vessels under forty 
tons per registex-, along with a yearlj* payment of one ghilKng and sixpence for a very old 
and obsolete grant called Chapter and Guild;.” “ And to these is fixrther added a sum of 
seven shillings and sevenpence as watex'-hailiff ’s fees, for the supplying of tubs, scales, and 
weights to all colliers discharging at the quays ; that is to sav, in the whole a charge of 
thirteen shillings and fourpence British, or fourteen shillmgs and fivepence late Irish cur- 
rency, on all colliers from forty tons upwards, and twelve shillings and one penny halfpenny 
on all colliei's or vessels, bringing coals, under forty tons ] whereby, by thm very improvx- 
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deut regulation, a small coaster of forty tons per register caiuying goods from the port of 
■\Vieklo°v to this port, a distance of twenty-tliree miles, at the fr’eight of two shillings and 
sixpence per ton, pays an equal .sum for city dues as a 'vessel of eight hundred tons per 
reoister coming from the East Indies, at the rate of eight pounds per ton and upwards ; 
whilst in the case of colliers and vessels casually bi-inging coals, the .small vessel bringing 
coals pays at the rate of threepence to fourpeiice per ton, iind the collier of five hundi’ed 
tons at less than one farthing per ton, consequently deterring the triursit of coals from 
the small ereehs and harbours, especially in the Bristol Ohaunel, which coals are chiefly 

tor manufixcturing puiposes.” ... . „ 

“• I vnll now o-ive an humble but I trust a correct opinion of the Ballast Coiqjoration, and 
altliouMi that respectable body have been of the greatest use and most vigorous activity in 
the improvement of tlie j)ort and harbour of Dixblin, yet that the sliipping should not be 
overburdened with such exces-sive and ruinous taxation is equally true and incontrovertible ; 
also that when they in their einei-goiicies had them nearlj' two-fold to enable them to pro- 
secute their ■works, to whicli the shipping freely contributed, they .should now ju,stly 
am-ee to an equal j-eduction to meet the emergencies of the shipping, to enable them to 
pui-sue their navigation with a hope of frxir remmxeration in the present depre,sse«l state of 
trade. 

“ It must be acknowledged that at the time when that coi*povation was created that a 
vei'V lavx'e fund xvas required, both from the state of the port, the vast works to be cai'- 
ried out, such as the present lighthouse wall, the uxxmber of artizans to be employed, the 
high price of wages and material, the -want of the quick skid of the present day, that 
large sxxms of money were requhed and great and numerous obstacles to be overcome. 
Exit now when those works have been completed and their loan neax-Iy paid oli‘, that their 
duties should be lowei-ed to such rates as would be equivalent to the deepening and 
cleansing and buoying of the river, and keeping the masonry and otlxer works in their 
present efficient state. 

“ That their present charges should have a modifiCiition and also a classification will 
evidently appear- for the following reasons, commencing with tonnage duty, first fourpeucc 
then sixpence, Irish, per ton. Tlxis charge refers to all coasting vessels alike, as stated 
in my remarks on the city dues, the vessel earning only two shillings and sixpence per 
ton paying as much as those eavixiiig nwenty-five or xwen thii-ty sliiilings per ton. I have 
known vessels bringing sulphur ore to this poi*t paying the corporation one fourth of their- 
gross freight. The Liverqiool Dock Company have a graduated scnle, charging according 
to distance, which equalizes the fr-eights. 

“ The chief matter of gi-ievance, and a real one of complaint, is ballast ; fir-st grievance 
fi-oin its enormous price, complaint from the short quantity put on board, frequently 
amounting to ten per ceirt. less than the quantity charged for, ns have appeared on deli- 
very by weighing machines ; frequently endangering vessels when met by contrary winds 
in winter time, and nltbougli remoustiun.ee has been frequently made, the parties com- 
plaining got no redi-ess in respect of inice, as compai-ed to all other ports ; which varies 
from sixpence to tenpence per ton, while at Dublin it is at the enormous price of one 
shilling and eleven pence per ton. The only reduction that I ever knew of in their* 
charges was twopence pevton on the ballast, which was then two shillings and one penny 
per ton, but the twopence was taken off on the reduction of wages in manual labour-, 
while the corporation still continued the charge of one shilling and eightpence per ton 
for gravel lifted from the bed of the river. By the means of the payment of tonnage 
duties by the shipping, and also when out of the same fund, they built two steam (^edge 
barges, xvbich have lifted milliona of tons of mud from the bed of the river, certainly a 
matter of the greatest moment to the deepening of the navigation, and have deposited 
same in xmused lots of ground at the north and soxith sides of the river, for the filling up 
and improving of private property, some of those waste lots absolutely belonging to 
themselves ; why not appropriate a portion of them as a dep&t for ballasting vessels, as the 
mud when dimned by laying a proper time in each yard or lot would form a better 
ballast than wet gTavel ballast, and could be shipped by them across the quay at a very 
moderate rate. 

“ Another great gi-ievance which attaches both to the shipping and the farmer, set forth 
in thmr several Acts of Parliament, is the prohibition to any vessel purcb^ing and eax-- 
rying away manxu-e as a matter of commerce, except such vessel brought into this ^ port 
either provisions, grain, fish, or salt, and although all the yai-ds and depots for receiving 
the cleaning of the streets and sewers, which, frrora the quantity of limestone ground by 
horses and cars and conveyed away in the sweepings, forms an excellent manure, which 
is advertised for sale in any quantity at the rate of foui-pence per ton ; on account of the 
prohibition which imposes a penalty of two pounds per ton on. the shipper or master of the 
vessel, it must still remain there a nuisance and' hindrance to the sanitary regulations of 
a large and populous city, and a drawback to agricultural wants and improvement. ^ 

“ The folio-wing cbai-ge, quay walla at one penny per ton, levied only on the shipping, 
meets -with the same remai-ks as those applied to the tonnage duties, those walls having 
been completed, and are equally for the benefit of the citizens, and when the corporation 
have for many years given up the tax of one shilling per foot on the fi-ontage of all the 
houses along the quays for the whole extent of the river, it should fall to a very small 
sum on the tonnage of vessels, as it at present far exceeds the collection of Irish lights at 
M 3 
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this port for the support of all the lighthouses round the coast of Ireland, vessels fi-om 
the farthest coal ports not paying to that fund more than one penny per ton, and from 
the adjacent ports from five sixteenths to three sixteenths of a penny. 

“ As to the charge of pilotage I will offer no remarks, they being a hard-working and 
most useful class, and theii- services tending to the safety of shipping in bad and good 
weather. 

“ Dunleart, now Kingstown. 

“ Local Clia/t'ges. 

“ Tonnage duties on vessels fi-om foreign, foui-pence ; anchox-age, seven shiUingsand six- 
pence. Reports inwards and cockets outwards, two shillings. 

Bond.s. two shill ings- 

Certificates of registry and licence, ten shillings each. 

“ These sums ai-e collected fi-om vessels entei-ing and discharging in the port of Dublin, 
and the charge of ten shillings for certificate of registi-3'' “ de. novo,” and two shillings for 
bond for same, are imposed on all vessels registering at the ])ort, for the support of a 
safety harbom* wlxich is available to all vessels fi-ee of charge, while the latter burden falls 
on the smallest fishing vessel or coaster in which there occui-,s constant change of property, 
while in aU other- ports they are only subject to the stamp duty of two sliillings and six- 
pence, or five shillings, according to the value of the ve.ssel. 

" Now, where ail ve-ssels navigating 8t. George’s Channel have the benefit of that harbour 
free of chax-ge, would it not be more equitable to post on a graduate charge, say from one 
shilling to tlu-ee shillings per vessel, t^ing shelter or using same, which frorn the great 
number of vessels of all sizes enjoying it, would a greater and more equitable fund for the 
use of said hai-bour. than individually saddling it on the trade of Dublin only.”

Letter from tlie Collector of the Customs at Dublin, coutaining stati.stics, produced as 
showing that Kingstown Harbour is of less ^'^lIue to the trade of the Port of 
Dublin than to that of many other ports. 

Custom House, Dublin, May 27, 18.52. 

Dear Sir.— lu reply to your inquiry as to the number of vessels tliat were bottud 
to and entered the port of Dublin, in the years IS-id to 1850, both iuclusivo, but which 
had firet gone into the harbour of Kingstown from inability, from want of Avater 
or otherwise, to come up direct to DubUn •without being lightened ; I have t-o state 
that in 1816 there were two vessels, measui-ing 1,197 tons; in lSi-7 six vessels. 
2,30fi tons; in IS-iS, none; in 18-19, sLx, of 2, .548 tons; and in 1850, nine, of 
3,728 tons ; amounting in all to twenty-three vessels in the five j-ears. and measuvin;; 
9,779 tons, or an average of 425 tons. These w-ere all partiulh' lightened at Kingstown, 
previous to coming up to Duhiin, but that could have been done eqxially well at the mouth 
of the river in Halpin’s Pond, without going to Kingstown at all, and .several of them might 
luive been brought direct into the docks at Dublin Avithout requiring to be lightened, but 
being foreign vessels, pi-incipally Piaissians, and being of a sharp constractiou, the muster 
(not the merchants! preferred paying the expenses of lightening at Kingstown rather than 
1‘isk the possibility of their A’essels touching tlie ground when in the docks. 

To coastere bound to the port of Dublin, the hiU'boiu* of Kingstowui, although frequentlA’ 
availed of, is of but little importance, inasmuch as there is ahvays an .abundance <.if -water 
to admit of their coming direct to Dublin ; however, a great many coasting vessels enter 
KingstoAvn in search of a market for coals, AA'hieh appears, from the return made by the 
Board of W orks, to be put dowm as for Dublin, Avhereas on leaving Kingstown the}’ AA’cnt 
to AMrious other ports along the coast and did not come to Dublin at all. 

At the time that the Act for constructing the harbour of Kingstown was obtained ui 
ISlti, the state of the port of Dublin was very different from what it is now, owing to 
the great improvements that have been effected by the Ballast Board, in naiTowing the 
channel a'nd clearing the bed of the liver from ob.stiuetions, whereby a greatly increased 
rleptlt of Avater ha.s been obtained. 

As a harbour of refuge that of Kingstown is most valuable, especially to ve^els bound 
to the Clyde and the northern ports ; and there a great many to and from Liverpool that 
enter it on account of oontrai'y winds. 

To the port of Di'ogheda KingsboAvn is of much greater use as a whole than to the port 
of Dublin, small as the trade of Drogheda is, for a number of the A’essels bound to that 
port lighten at Kingstown, but the trade of Dublin, alone contributes in the shape of toils 
to the maintenance of KingstoAvn Harbour, and it affects very seriously the dii'ect foreign 
trade of the port, for the dues levied on vessels from foreign parts and on goods imported 
direct as well as other imposts, amount to a premium in favovu' of fii'st importing into 
Liverpool, London, &c. ; besides there is no other port in the United Kingdom subject to 
the like imposts.
